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Report  from  the 
Round  Room  2003 


This  year  we  would  like  to  break  with  tradition  -  instead  of  starting 
with  a  discussion  of  our  accomplishments  in  2003,  we  would  like 
to  set  in  motion  a  custom  of  acknowledging  citizens  whose  significant 
contributions  to  the  Town  of  Sutton  are  noteworthy.  At  this  time,  we 
would  like  to  salute  the  civic  efforts  of  two  individuals  who  continue 
to  give  selflessly  both  to  this  community  and  to  Sutton's  Volunteer  Fire 
Department. 

Our  sincere  gratitude  and  appreciation  goes  to: 

Sutton  Volunteer  Fireman  Darrel  Palmer  has  spent 
the  last  decade  as  Fire  Chief.  He  served  as  Selectmen 
from  1976  through  1990  and  has  been  a  Cemetery 
Trustee  since  1990.  A  life-long  resident  of  Sutton,  Dar- 
rel is  described  by  those  who  know  him  as  "honest 
to  a  fault,"  "a  consummate  Yankee"  and  a  "champi- 
on of  the  working  class."  Darrel  is  a  natural  bom  lead- 
er and  a  genuine  credit  to  this  community. 


Fire  Warden  Carroll  "Pete"  Thompson  has  served 
as  Fire  Warden  since  1959.  He  led  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment as  Chief  from  1970  through  1990  and  has 
served  as  a  Cemetery  Trustee  since  1991  in  addition 
he  has  served  on  numerous  Town  Boards  and  Com- 
mittees. Born  and  raised  in  Sutton,  Pete  is  straight- 
forward, hardworking,  patriotic,  and,  of  course,  a 
true  asset  to  this  town. 


When  you  see  Darrel  or  Pete,  please  join  us  in  saying  thanks. 

Aside  from  an  abundance  of  snow,  2003  started  out  rather  uneventful- 
ly. The  Police  Department  acquired  a  new  cruiser  and  the  Highway 
Department  put  their  new  truck  to  work.  The  Town  upgraded  our  com- 
puter system,  and  our  administrative  staff  learned  to  use  new  enhance- 
ments in  our  municipal  billing  and  payroll  software. 

A  significant  event  in  2003  was  that  Road  Agent  Paul  Parker  achieved 
the  status  of  Master  Road  Scholar  from  the  UNH  Technology  Transfer 
Center.  The  Technology  Transfer  Center  is  sponsored  by  the  Federal 
Highway  Administration  and  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Transportation.  The  Master  Road  Scholar  is  the  fourth  and  highest  lev- 
el of  achievement  in  the  Road  Scholar  Program.  Our  congratulations 
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go  to  Paul  for  this  achievement.  Sutton  Highway  Department  does  an 
excellent  job  maintaining  our  roads  under  Paul's  outstanding  and 
knowledgeable  leadership. 

This  Board  would  like  to  commend  Walt  Simonds  for  the  job  he  is  do- 
ing at  the  Solid  Waste /Transfer  Facility.  In  2001,  we  began  the  process 
of  decommissioning  our  incinerator  and  converting  our  facility  to  a 
transfer /recycling  station.  Since  that  time,  Walter  has  been  hard  at  work 
providing  enhanced  services  and  maximizing  the  efficiency  of  our  Sol- 
id Waste  Facility.  The  facility  used  to  be  somewhat  of  a  "dump,"  but 
no  longer,  thanks  to  Walt's  effective  management.  By  the  way,  this  year 
the  Solid  Waste  Facility  brought  in  $23,953.00  in  revenues  as  follows: 
$11,006.00  for  C&D  and  miscellaneous;  $7,840.00  for  Septage  and 
$5,107.00  for  recycled  materials.  These  revenues  are  used  to  help  offset 
the  tax  rate. 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  were  able  to  have  the  stones  at  the  North  Sut- 
ton Cemetery  cleaned  and  repaired  through  a  generous  gift  that  was 
bequeathed  to  the  Town  by  Colonel  Walden  Sundell.  In  addition,  the 
Trustees  used  funds  appropriated  at  the  2003  Town  Meeting  to  have 
the  fence  painted  at  the  Millswood  Cemetery. 

The  Town  employed  the  engineering  services  of  Rizzo  Associates  out 
of  Manchester  to  propose  replacement  options  for  the  Main  Street/ 
Chalk  Pond  Bridge.  We  asked  Rizzo's  engineers  to  include  improve- 
ments to  the  intersection  with  Newbury  Road  and  add  a  sidewalk  to 
the  bridge  for  pedestrian  safety.  It  is  our  understanding  that  the  addi- 
tion of  a  sidewalk  will  allow  us  to  implement  the  project  without  hav- 
ing to  build  a  temporary  bridge,  which  will  result  in  substantial  cost 
savings  to  the  taxpayers.  It  is  our  committed  goal  to  develop  options 
which  serves  the  Town's  needs,  while  minimizing  the  project's  impact 
to  abutting  properties.  The  Main  Street/Chalk  Pond  Bridge  Project  is 
part  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation's  (NHDOT) 
Municipal  Managed  Bridge  program,  in  which  NHDOT  funds  eighty 
percent  of  the  engineering  and  construction  costs  for  the  project.  We 
feel  fortunate  to  be  a  part  of  this  program  especially  in  view  of  the 
rather  substantial  fiscal  cuts  the  state  has  been  making  of  late. 

With  regret,  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  George  Bean,  who  has  been 
our  town  assessor  for  over  a  decade.  George  at  70+  years  of  age  decid- 
ed he  might  like  to  try  retirement.  George  began  assessing  duties  in 
Sutton  in  1980  as  an  appraisal  supervisor  for  the  Department  of  Reve- 
nue Administration  and  has  had  his  eye  our  valuation  ever  since.  We 
are  delighted  that  he  is  willing  to  consult  for  us  on  occasion  as  his  en- 
cyclopedic knowledge  of  Sutton  properties  is  priceless,  as  is  he.  The 
assessing  firm  of  Earls  Nieder  Perkins  (ENP)  has  agreed  to  provide  the 
Town's  assessing  services,  and  we  feel  fortunate  to  have  them  on  board. 
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ENP  conducted  our  town-wide  revaluation;  thus,  Sutton  will  have  con- 
tinuity through  this  major  change.  The  town  will  also  transition  from 
manual  assessment  cards  to  a  computerized  CAMA  system.  We  are 
still  in  the  learning  curve  with  our  new  CAMA  software,  Proval,  but 
look  forward  to  the  increased  efficiency  of  a  computerized  assessing 
system. 

Data  collection  for  the  town-wide  revaluation  occurred  in  2002;  ENP 
supervisor  review,  DRA  review  and  statistical  sales  analysis  were  per- 
formed in  2003.  ENP  mailed  value  letters  to  taxpayers  in  September 
and  taxpayer  reviews  were  conducted  at  the  beginning  of  October. 
The  Town  received  many  compliments  on  the  professional  manner  in 
which  ENP  conducted  the  taxpayer  reviews.  The  finalized  values  were 
provided  to  the  Town  on  October  6  in  time  for  our  second  issue  tax 
billing.  We  are  pleased  to  report  a  tax  rate  of  $17.51,  a  reduction  of 
$7.51  from  last  year.  Although  there  was  some  initial  sticker  shock,  at 
the  time  of  this  writing,  we  have  only  received  six  tax  appeals.  For 
those  of  you  who  wish  to  appeal,  the  filing  deadline  is  March  1,  2004. 
We  thought  the  following  parcel  statistics  might  be  of  interest:

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Pillsbury  Memorial  Town  Hall  in 
said  Sutton  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  March,  2004  next  at  eight  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon  (Polls  to  be  open  from  8:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.)  to 
act  on  Articles  1  and  2.  You  are  further  notified  to  meet  at  the  Pillsbury 
Memorial  Town  Hall  in  said  Sutton  on  Wednesday,  the  10th  day  of 
March,  2004  at  seven  of  the  clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the  re- 
maining Articles. 

Article  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  an  Interim  Growth 
Control  Ordinance  in  accordance  with  RSA  674:22  and  RSA  674:23  as 
follows: 

Limitation  on  Issuance  of  Residential  Building  Permits 

1.  No  building  permit  for  a  new  dwelling  unit  or  units  shall  be  issued 
by  the  Town  of  Sutton  except  in  accordance  with  this  Ordinance. 

2.  During  the  effective  period  of  this  section  of  the  zoning  ordinance 
(March  9,  2004  to  March  8,  2005),  the  number  of  building  permits 
that  may  be  issued  by  the  Town  of  Sutton  for  new  dwelling  units  is 
limited  to  16. 

3.  The  distribution  of  building  permits  under  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions: 

a.  One  building  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  construction  of  each 
new  dwelling  unit 

b.  Seventy-five  percent  (75%)  (12  permits)  of  building  permits  is- 
sued for  new  dwelling  units  will  be  reserved  for  lots  of  record 
shown  by  deed  or  recorded  subdivision  plan  that  existed  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  and  which  do  not  require  any 
further  subdivision  of  land.  Any  permits  so  reserved  and  not 
applied  for  between  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  and  Au- 
gust 31s1  of  2004  may  be  reallocated  on  or  after  September  1st 
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2004  on  a  first  come-first  serve  basis,  without  regard  to  subpara- 
graph d  and  e. 

c.  Twenty-five  percent  (25%)  (4  permits)  of  building  permits  issued 
for  new  dwelling  units  will  be  reserved  for  subdivisions  approved 
by  the  Planning  Board  between  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  August  31st  of  2004.  The  owners  of  any  such  subdivi- 
sion shall  be  advised  of  this  provision  and  if  they  signify  an  in- 
tention to  apply  for  such  a  building  permit  then  the  Town  Select- 
men are  authorized  to  reserve  such  permits  until  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember, at  which  point  they  will  be  released  automatically  as  if 
no  application  had  been  made.  Any  permits  so  reserved  and  not 
applied  for  may  be  reallocated  on  or  after  September  1st  of  2004 
on  a  first  come-first  serve  basis,  without  regard  to  subparagraph 
d  and  e. 

d.  No  more  than  twenty  percent  (20%)  (3  permits)  of  building  per- 
mits issued  for  new  dwelling  units  shall  be  issued  to  any  one 
individual,  business  entity  or  group  of  related  individuals  and/ 
or  business  entities.  This  provision  shall  apply  only  to  permits 
applied  for  between  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  and  Au- 
gust 31st  of  2004. 

e.  No  more  than  twenty  percent  (20%)  (3  permits)  of  building  per- 
mits issued  for  new  dwelling  units  shall  be  issued  for  any  single 
subdivision  or  re-subdivision  of  land.  This  provision  shall  apply 
only  to  permits  applied  between  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
and  August  31st  of  2004.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Sutton,  New 
Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2003,  we  considered  the 
Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of 
our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements.  Our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  intend- 
ed to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should 
not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to 
our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  opera- 
tion of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  ad- 
versely affect  the  Town's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and 
report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in 
the  financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition 
in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control 
structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk 
that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  rela- 
tion to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be 
detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of 
performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of  the  internal 
control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  inter- 
nal control  structure  that  might  constitute  reportable  conditions  and, 
accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions 
that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  during  the  course  of  our  review  of  inter- 
nal controls,  no  material  weaknesses  in  the  Town's  accounting  systems 
and  records  were  identified.  Minor  weaknesses  or  other  considerations 
coming  to  our  attention  were  generally  procedural  in  nature  and  dealt 
with  administrative  or  record  keeping  practices.  In  these  instances,  we 
made  specific  recommendations  or  provided  instruction  to  those  indi- 
viduals involved  during  the  course  of  our  audit  fieldwork. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  manage- 
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ment  and  others  within  the  administration  as  a  resource  for  improving 
operations.  It  is  not  intended  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose.

As  you  can  see  from  the  above  charts,  Town  Clerk  Revenues  have  in- 
creased from  $172,575  in  1998  to  $295,918  in  2003  or  72%;  Tax  Reve- 
nues collected  have  increased  from  $2,444,146  in  1998  to  $3,112,388  or 
26%.  During  this  same  period,  expenses  for  the  combined  office  have 
increased  from  $56,146  in  1998  to  $65,083  in  2003  or  16%.  The  increase 
in  expenses  of  $8,937  can  be  directly  attributed  to  annual  salary  in- 
creases and  health  insurance.

Summary  of  Tax  Accounts 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  December  31,  2003 
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Report  of  the  Budget  Committee 

T'he  Budget  Committee  began  the  2004  sessions  on  October  26, 2003. 
At  this  meeting  a  letter  from  Sarah  Denz  was  read  by  Chairman 
Bud  Nelson  stating  that  for  personal  reasons  she  would  be  resigning  as 
Secretary  to  the  Committee.  The  letter  was  accepted  and  all  members 
expressed  that  Sarah's  organizational  skills  and  institutional  knowl- 
edge would  be  missed.  A  card  was  sent  by  the  committee  to  Sarah, 
thanking  her  for  her  many  years  of  service. 

It  was  also  announced  that  Bill  Bizarro  would  not  be  returning  to  the 
committee.  The  budget  committee  notified  the  Selectmen  of  the  vacan- 
cies and  Norm  Forand  was  requested  to  fill  the  committee  vacancy.  A 
public  notice  was  filed  in  local  papers  for  a  new  secretary  and  Chris- 
tine Nelson  was  selected  for  this  position.  We  welcome  Norm  back  to 
the  committee  (he  had  chaired  and  served  on  the  committee  for  many 
years)  and  we  welcome  Christine. 

This  year  joint  meetings  of  the  committee  and  Board  of  Selectmen  with 
many  department  heads  were  conducted  in  an  effort  to  minimize  im- 
pacts on  these  department  heads  and  allowed  greater  communication 
between  the  board  and  the  committee.  We  still  had  liaisons  from  the 
committee  and  the  department  heads.  We  did  hold  separate  meetings 
with  the  Highway  and  Police  departments.  The  Committee  met  on  1/ 
13/04  after  the  Police  Department  budget  hearing  and  prepared  the 
Budget  Committee  recommendations  in  preparation  for  the  Public 
Meeting  on  the  budget.  The  Public  meeting  on  the  budget  was  held  on 
February  5,  2004  where  copies  of  the  department  heads  requests,  Se- 
lectmen's recommended  budget  and  the  committee's  budget  were  pre- 
sented and  discussed.  The  Budget  Committee  utilized  the  public  input 
as  well  as  information  provided  from  department  heads  and  budget 
discussions  to  prepare  the  budget  presented  in  the  town  report.  The 
Committee's  budget  was  discussed  and  voted  on  at  the  February  5, 
2004  public  meeting. 

Per  the  request  of  previous  Town  Meetings  and  Town  Counsel,  this 
different  process  above  was  followed. 

To  make  this  process  work  the  best  requires  thoughtful  public  input. 
The  purpose  of  the  public  hearing  is  to  provide  a  forum  for  Sutton 
taxpayers  to  receive  information  and  furnish  input,  which  the  commit- 
tee takes  into  consideration  during  its  deliberations.  These  are  public 
meetings  that  help  to  shape  the  town  budget.  Your  participation  is  en- 
couraged. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  department  heads  for  their  thoughtful  and  thor- 
ough explanations  of  their  budget  requests.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Department 
and  Road  Agent 

As  everyone  knows  the  winter  of  2002-2003  was  a  long  one  for  the 
l Highway  Department.  Winter  started  in  October  and  lasted  into 
April.  I  would  like  to  extend  a  heartfelt  thank  you  to  my  crew  for  doing 
such  an  excellent  job  (with  not  much  sleep).  The  Sutton  Highway  De- 
partment can  handle  just  about  any  type  of  weather  that  Mother  Na- 
ture can  dish  out,  except  with  ICE  we're  in  the  same  straits  as  any  mo- 
torists. One  way  townspeople  can  help  us  is  if  you  don't  absolutely 
have  to  go  somewhere,  stay  off  the  roads  during  icy  conditions.  It 
takes  the  Highway  Department  three  times  as  much  time  and  materi- 
als to  deal  with  ice!!!  Anyway  —  with  the  harsh  winter  we  had  in  2003, 
mud  season  was  a  little  worse  than  usual,  but  we  got  through  it  with 
only  a  few  problems.  All  the  Town's  dirt  roads  were  graded  several 
times  and  lots  of  crushed  gravel  was  added  in  many  areas  due  to  all 
the  rain  and  washouts. 

The  Hominy  Pot  Road  project  was  completed  —  brush  was  cut  and  the 
old  blacktop  was  ground  up  and  repaved.  The  culverts  were  changed 
and  the  rocks  had  been  dug  in  previously  in  the  summer  of  2002.  We 
began  ditching  in  small  areas  in  2002  and  completed  several  more  small 
ditching  projects  in  2003. 

We  completed  gravel  road  upgrades  on  Chalk  Pond  Road  and  Rowell  Hill. 


In  2003  we  said  good- 
bye to  "Ethel"  -  the 
1989  4-wheel  drive. 
Ethel  was  replaced 
with  a  2004  Sterling  4- 
wheel  and  hi-way 
stainless  sander.  Our 
new  truck  arrived  just 
in  time  and  has 
worked  out  very  well.

Maintaining  Sutton's 
roads  is  hard  work, 

and  I'm  proud  of  the  efforts  of  our  Department.  There  are  many  rules 
and  regulations  that  residents  need  to  be  aware  of  and  adhere  to  in 
order  for  us  to  do  our  jobs  better  and  make  our  roads  safer.  An  exam- 
ple of  such  a  regulation  is  the  policy  that  the  Town  has  adopted  on 
appurtenances.  The  following  is  a  reminder  regarding  our  appurte- 
nance policy  in  the  event  that  you're  not  familiar  with  it. 
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Anything  placed  in  the  (Right-Of-Way)  ROW  will  be  done  so  only  with 
written  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Road  Agent  or  Assign- 
ee. A  signed  appurtenance  form  will  be  on  file  at  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment before  any  work /or  item  is  placed  in  the  ROW. 

Appurtenances  include,  but  are  not  limited  to:  mailboxes,  newspaper 
boxes,  fences,  stonewalls,  hedges,  trees,  shrubs,  landscape  timbers,  and 
granite  curb.  Items  such  as  these  located  within  the  town  Right-Of- 
WAY  (ROW)  exist  by  sufferance  only,  with  responsibility  assumed  by 
the  owner. 

It  is  not  possible  for  the  town  to  repair  or  replace  any  items  within  a 
town  ROW  (including  grass  and  turf)  that  has  been  damaged  or  de- 
stroyed as  a  result  of  town  road  maintenance. 

Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  the  policy  shall  be  subject  to 
a  penalty  in  the  amount  $100.00  for  a  first  violation,  $300.00  for  a  sec- 
ond violation  and  $500.00  for  a  third  violation.  Such  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  committed  a  separate  violation  for  each  and  every 
day  during  any  portion  of  which  any  violation  of  the  policy  is  commit- 
ted, continued  or  permitted  by  such  person. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  a  Big  Thank  You  to  the  Townspeople,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Fire  Department,  Police  Department  and  the  "La-

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Report  of  the  Sutton 
Police  Department  2003 

The  year  2003  was  once  again  a  busy  year  for  our  department.  We  ex- 
perienced many  changes  in  the  department,  from  personnel  to  a  new 
reporting  system  for  all  of  our  calls  for  service. 

One  of  the  issues  facing  our  community  is  the  potential  for  the  new 
middle  school  being  built  in  town.  The  district  purchased  the  property 
and  is  currently  making  plans  for  the  building  of  a  new  middle  school 
that  is  sorely  needed  in  the  district.  This  will  increase  traffic  in  the  area 
and  probably  increase  our  calls  for  sendee.  I  do  not  anticipate  any  ma- 
jor obstacles  in  this  and  we  are  prepared  to  deal  with  the  issues  as  they 
arise.  We  definitely  need  to  support  our  schools  and  show  our  children 
that  we  are  supportive  of  their  educational  endeavors.  D.A.R.E  will  be 
taught  in  the  Sutton  Elementary  School  beginning  in  January  of  2004. 
This  program  is  a  brand  new  program  and  will  continue  to  be  taught 
to  fifth  graders  district  wide.  Working  with  the  children  is  very  chal- 
lenging and  is  also  very  rewarding. 

John  Korbet  joined  our  staff  in  June  of  2003  as  a  full  time  police  officer. 
His  position  replaces  a  vacancy  that  arose  in  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
John  completed  the  full  time  police  academy  in  November  2003  and  is 
now  certified  as  a  full  time  police  officer.  Congratulations  John!  Jodi 
Bailey  is  still  a  part  time  officer  but  has  been  hired  full  time  by  the 
Town  of  New  London  and  will  be  leaving  for  the  full  time  academy  in 
January  of  2004.  John  Niederriter  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Ser- 
geant and  Bud  and  Phil  continue  to  serve  as  part  time  police  officers. 
Jodi  will  also  continue  to  serve  as  a  part  time  police  officer  when  she 
finishes  the  academy 

In  March  of  2003,  we  went  on  line  with  a  new  crime /incident-report- 
ing program.  This  program  is  called  Crime  Star  and  is  designed  for 
small  to  medium  size  police  departments.  All  of  the  area  departments 
are  now  using  this  program  and  we  now  can  exchange  information 
more  freely  than  before.  The  department  has  been  faced  with  some 
serious  crime  in  town  and  we  have  successfully  prosecuted  these  crimes 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Merrimack  County  Attorney's  Office. 

As  we  continue  to  grow,  we  are  faced  with  some  pressing  issues.  One 
of  the  issues  is  the  location  and  size  of  the  current  police  department. 
We  are  currently  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall.  There  is  no 
handicap  access  to  the  department  and  one  must  walk  down  13  stairs 
to  get  to  the  department.  I  am  going  to  propose,  in  the  near  future,  to 
add  onto  the  end  of  the  existing  fire  department.  This  would  allow  for 
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street  level  access  to  the  department  and  would  locate  all  emergency 
services  at  one  location  (fire,  rescue  and  police).  We  would  also  have 
temporary  emergency  power,  something  we  currently  do  not  have  at 
our  present  location.  All  of  our  emergency  services  would  then  be  cen- 
trally located  in  the  town. 

Another  change  we  are  going  through  is  the  accreditation  process.  We 
are  currently  in  the  process  of  gaining  CALEA  (Commission  on  Law 
Enforcement  Accreditation)  recognition.  Diane  Tardif,  the  department's 
part  time  secretary  has  been  extremely  helpful  in  this  endeavor.  With- 
out her  assistance,  this  process  would  not  be  possible.  CALEA  recogni- 
tion is  very  helpful  and  important  in  areas  of  risk  management,  liabil- 
ity issues,  and  standards  of  professionalism.  We  are  the  only  area  de- 
partment currently  gong  through  this  process  and  hopefully  we  will 
be  New  Hampshire  recognized  by  the  end  of  2004. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  recognize  and  thank  all  of  the  other  depart- 
ments in  town.  Our  highway  department,  fire  department  and  rescue 
squad  are  valuable  assets  to  our  community  and  we  could  not  do  our 
job  without  their  assistance  and  cooperation. 

We  are  here  to  serve  the  community.  As  a  reminder,  please  post  your 
house  number  in  a  visible  location  in  case  we  have  to  respond  to  an 
emergency  at  your  residence.

Revenues  that  come  from  fees  charged  are  used  to  offset  the  tax  rate 
and  ultimately  lessen  the  costs  of  tipping  and  trucking  fees  associated 
with  running  the  transfer  station. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  a  special  thank  you  to  the  townspeople 
for  doing  a  great  job  participating  in  sorting  and  recycling  at  our  facil- 
ity. Because  of  your  cooperation  with  our  recycling  efforts,  you  help 
keep  to  costs  down  and  preserve  our  environment.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  Planning  Board's  twice-monthly  regularly  scheduled  meetings 
in  2003  covered  the  full  spectrum  of  land  use  questions.  Subdivi- 
sion applications  occupied  a  healthy  percentage  of  the  board's  time, 
reflecting  the  strong,  recent  demand  for  building  permits  for  new  home 
construction  in  Sutton  (over  60  permits  in  2002  and  2003).  This  de- 
mand lead  to  the  formation  of  a  Growth  Management  Ordinance  Com- 
mittee, a  citizen's  group  which  petitioned  the  Planning  Board  to  devel- 
op an  ordinance  which  would  help  control  and  regulate  the  timing  of 
residential  development.  After  five  public  meetings  with  the  commit- 
tee, an  interim,  one-year  Growth  Management  Ordinance  was  drafted 
by  year's  end  for  inclusion  on  the  2004  Town  Warrant. 

The  board  gained  three  new  members:  Chris  Wells,  Policy  Director  at 
the  Society  For  The  Protection  Of  New  Hampshire  Forests;  John  Csu- 
tor,  Town  of  Sutton  Highway  Department;  and  Mamee  Saltalamac- 
chia,  former  Executive  Secretary /Land  Use  Coordinator  for  the  Town 
of  Henniker,  who  will  also  serve  as  Recording  Secretary.  Robert  Wright 
stepped  down  from  the  board  after  many  years  of  dedicated  service. 

Highlights  from  the  Planning  Board  year  are  as  follows: 

•  Lot  line  adjustment  application  approved  for  two  lots  in  the  King 
Ridge  subdivision,  with  no  resulting  increase  in  the  combined  ar- 
eas of  the  two  building  envelopes; 

•  Discussions  on  the  town's  current  road  standards  and  greater  in- 
volvement with  the  Road  Committee; 

•  Design  Review  of  proposed  Riley  subdivision  on  East  Sutton  Road 
with  wetland  considerations  (subdivision  later  approved); 

•  Non-binding  Consultation  with  Peter  Graf  on  combining,  adjust- 
ing lot  lines  or  annexing  three  lots  on  Route  114  and  Rowell  Hill 
Road; 

•  Special  meeting  on  Evans  vs.  Town  of  Sutton  (Arcadia  Kennels) 
which  the  Supreme  Court  remanded  back  to  the  board  "to  deter- 
mine the  appropriate  limits  to  be  place  on  the  use  of  the  kennel  and 
its  exercise  yard." 

•  Public  hearing  on  the  cutting  of  trees  and  brush  along  Hominy  Pot 
Road,  a  town  scenic  road; 

•  Joint  meeting  with  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  to  hear  a  re- 
view of  the  town's  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Subdivision  and  Site  Plan 
Regulations  by  Lucy  St.  John,  a  circuit  rider  planner  for  the  Central 
NH  Regional  Planning  Commission; 

•  Preliminary  Consultation  for  relocation  of  fencing  and  other  chang- 
es at  the  Live  Wire  Day  Care  on  Route  114  (site  plan  later  approved); 
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•  Preliminary  Consultation  for  a  possible  20-lot  subdivision  over  168 
acres  traversing  the  Newbury-Sutton  lines  along  Old  Sutton  Road; 

•  Special  meeting  with  Thomas  Brennan,  Superintendent,  Kearsarge 
Regional  School  District,  to  discuss  the  proposed  Middle  School  to 
be  located  at  Gile  Pond  Road  and  Route  114; 

•  Continued  board  discussions  on  Evans  vs.  Town  of  Sutton  (Arcadia 
Kennels)  resulting  in  revisions  of  conditions  1  and  4  of  the  board's 
1999  site  plan  application  approval;

•  Arrangements  made  to  better  communications  between  the  Con- 
servation Commission  and  the  Planning  Board  by  having  a  mem- 
ber from  each  organization  attend  the  other 's  meetings; 

•  Reduction  of  the  existing  road  bond  on  Mountainside  Drive  held  by 
Northland  Residential  Corp.  to  $25,000; 

•  Approval  of  the  final  draft  of  a  Growth  Management  Ordinance 
before  public  hearings  in  January  2004  and  submission  for  voter 
approval  at  town  meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  the 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Pillsbury  Memorial  Hall.  All  meeting  are  open  to 
the  public  and  all  are  welcome.

Established  in  accordance  with  state  law,  the  Central  New  Hamp- 
shire Regional  Planning  Commission  (CNHRPC)  is  a  voluntary 
association  of  20  communities  in  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough  Coun- 
ties. The  Town  of  Sutton  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 

The  Commission's  mission  is  to  improve,  through  education,  training, 
and  planning  assistance,  the  ability  of  the  municipalities  of  the  region 
to  prepare  and  implement  municipal  plans;  to  prepare  a  plan  for  effec- 
tive and  appropriate  development  and  utilization  of  the  resources  of 
the  region;  and  to  assist  municipalities  in  carrying  out  the  regional  plan.

The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  Sutton  in  2003  was  up  again 
this  year,  with  a  substantial  number  of  permits  approved  for  new  homes. 
A  total  of  104  permits  were  approved,  with  one  being  a  renewal  and 
one  a  demolition.  Interestingly  enough,  seven  of  the  permits  for  new 
houses  came  in  at  the  end  of  2003,  the  applicants  all  stated  that  they 
were  trying  to  beat  the  proposed  interim  GMO. 

We  don't  usually  get  requests  for  new  houses  in  December.  Generally 
speaking  that  is  our  slow  time.  Despite  that  fact,  the  number  of  permits 
requested  for  new  houses  was  down  this  year.  A  breakdown  compar- 
ing the  permits  issued  over  the  last  six  years  follows.

Annual  Report  2003 

2003  began  with  a  bang  for  the  Sutton  Fire  Department.  The  Depart 
ment  voted  in  three  new  members.  This  brings  the  total  member- 
ship to  31.  Shortly  after  a  structure  fire  on  Christmas  night  in  2002,  we 
were  busy  once  again  with  a  structure  fire  at  Musterfield  Farm  on  Jan- 
uary 24th  and  thankfully  the  only  other  structure  fire  our  town  saw 
was  the  announcers'  booth  at  the  Kearsarge  Regional  High  School. 
Mutual  aid  coverage  continues  to  be  key  for  our  department  and  our 
neighbor  towns.  We  re- 
sponded to  six  mutual 
aid  requests  between  the 
towns  of  Wilmot,  New 
London  and  Warner.  We 
also  continue  to  drill  with 
area  towns  on  a  regular 
basis.  Sutton  Fire  saw  an 
increase  from  88  calls  for 
2002  to  102  for  2003.  The 
majority  of  our  calls  were 
for  motor  vehicle  acci- 
dents on  Interstate  89. 
More  often  than  not  these 
accidents  were  either 
moose/deer  related  or 
due  to  weather  condi- 
tions. Heavy  winds 
brought  about  one  of  our 
more  anxious  moments 
as  one  of  our  residents 
was  trapped  inside  a  mo- 
tor vehicle  because  a  large  pine  tree  had  fallen  on  the  car.  Thankfully 
all  turned  out  fine.  And  the  car  owner  now  has  a  convertible.  Our  "Jaws 
of  Life"  Halmatro  tool  was  used  on  numerous  occasions  last  year,  both 
in  Sutton  and  in  neighboring  towns. 

Members  of  the  Sutton  Fire  Department  worked  to  secure  two  grants. 
One  grant  was  for  the  purchase  of  a  Cascade  System  for  filling  air  bot- 
tles. These  air  bottles  are  used  with  the  Scott  Air  Packs  when  members 
need  to  be  protected  from  poor  air  quality,  i.e.  inside  burning  build- 
ings, possible  carbon  monoxide  exposures,  hazardous  materials  situa- 
tions, or  at  car  fires.  This  will  give  us  the  ability  to  refill  our  own  bottles 
eliminating  the  need  to  go  to  a  neighboring  department  for  refilling. 
This  grant  was  for  $52,000  and  was  obtained  through  the  Homeland 
Securities  Grant.  The  second  grant  was  for  a  forest  fire  fighting  pump.

Department  host  a  Mutual  Aid  Drill 

at  Musterfield  Farm 


This  pump  will  go  on  the  new  forestry  truck.  This  grant  was  a  50/50 
matching  grant  for  a  total  of  $3,150.00.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire 
contributed  $1,575.00  and  the  Firemen's  Department  also  contributed 
$1,575.00. 

On  this  year's  warrant  a 
request  for  a  new  rescue 
vehicle  is  being  pro- 
posed. Members  from 
Sutton  Fire  and  Rescue 
have  worked  to  secure  a 
competitive  price  for  a 
4X4  Ford  F550  with  a  res- 
cue body.  We  feel  this  ve- 
hicle will  give  us  the  safe- 
ty and  security  we  need 
as  well  as  last  the  town 
many  years.  Many  times 
when  we  are  out  on  the 
highway,  it  is  due  to  the 
road  conditions,  and  a 
four-wheel  drive  vehicle 
is  very  much  needed. 

Our  sincere  appreciation 
is  extended  to  members 
of  the  Ladies  Auxiliary, 
Police  Department, 
Highway  Department, 
Office  of  the  Selectmen 
and  our  mutual  aid 
towns.  We  also  extend 
our  thanks  to  the  towns-

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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  State  Forest  Ranger  2003 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coor- 
dinate to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us 
assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to 
find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  all  outside  burning.  Fire 
permits  are  mandatory  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  where 
the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered 
with  snow.  Violations  of  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines 
up  to  $2,000  and /or  a  year  in  jail,  plus  suppression  cost. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning

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Report  of  the 
Sutton  Rescue  Squad  2003 

As  has  been  the  pattern  for  the  last  several  years,  2003  was  once  again 
a  busy  year  for  Sutton  Rescue  members.  A  total  of  154  patient  contacts 
were  logged.  Most  of  these  incidents  were  for  motor  vehicle  crashes  on 
Interstate  89. 

Members  from  Rescue 
worked  closely  with 
members  of  the  Sutton 
Firemen's  Association  on 
a  new  rescue  vehicle  pro- 
posal. The  time  has  come 
to  retire  the  existing  truck 
as  rust  and  wear  and  tear 
have  taken  their  toll. 
We've  come  up  with  a 
proposal  to  put  a  Ford 

F550  4X4  with  a  rescue  body  on  back  in  operation.  Given  the  amount 
of  miles  that  members  cover  and  the  amount  of  time  we  are  on  the 
highway  for  motor  vehicle  accidents,  a  four-wheel  drive  makes  the  most 
sense.  We  have  many  homes  that  are  being  built  in  precarious  loca- 
tions and  a  4X4  will  allow  us  to  provide  coverage  to  each  and  everyone 
of  the  incidents  we  are  called  to. 

Also  of  note  is  the  securing  of  an  additional  Automatic  Defibrillation 
unit  (AED).  Through  state  funding  a  grant  was  received  by  Region  I, 
which  Sutton  Rescue  is  a 
member  of.  We  applied 
for  an  AED  for  the  Town 
Hall  and  one  was  deliv- 
ered and  is  in  place  at  the 
back  of  the  meeting  room. 
The  beauty  of  this  ma- 
chine is  that  it  is  so  user 
friendly  that  any  individ- 
ual coming  into  the  town 
hall  could  use  it  if  need- 
ed. This  makes  five  defibs 
in  the  Town  of  Sutton  (2 — 
Sutton  Rescue,  1 — Sutton 

Police,  1 — KRHS,  and  1 — Sutton  Town  Hall).  Additional  grants  are  be- 
ing allocated  in  our  area  to  ensure  that  defibs  are  put  in  every  place 
that  is  appropriate. 


Cold  Water  Rescue  on  Kczar  lake 
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2003  saw  the  loss  of  one  of  Sutton  Rescue's  major  contributors.  The 
Freire  family  left  us  in  the  fall  to  move  on  to  Lake  Placid,  New  York.  Joe 
and  LeeAnn  Freire  were  instrumental  in  bringing  life  back  to  the  squad 
at  a  time  when  it  was  rather  non-existent.  For  this  we  thank  them.  We 
also  extend  our  grateful  appreciation  to  members  of  the  Ladies  Auxil- 
iary, Police  Department,  Highway  Department,  Office  of  the  Select- 
men, mutual  aid  towns,  and  last  but  not  least  to  the  townspeople  of 
Sutton.  We  have  increased  in  numbers  and  have  members  certified  at 
various  levels. 

Our  goal  for  2004  is  to  continue  our  outreach  efforts  to  anyone  interest- 
ed in  working  with  a  great  group  of  people,  providing  care  to  mem- 
bers of  our  community  and  those  who  travel  through  it.  If  this  sounds 
like  something  that  might  interest  you,  please  come  to  one  of  our  month- 
ly meetings,  2nd  Tuesday  of  each  month,  6:30  p.m,  Sutton  Fire  Station.

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Report  of  the  Office  of 
Emergency  Management  2003 

During  the  year  2003,  the  Office  of  Emergency  Management  was 
quiet.  There  was  the  possibility  of  increased  flooding  due  to  snow 
amounts  and  as  the  year  progressed,  rainfall  amounts.  Fortunately, 
flooding  was  not  as  much  of  an  issue  for  the  Town  of  Sutton  as  for 
other  towns.  A  grant  was  obtained  through  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Office  of  Emergency  Management  in  the  amount  of  $14,000.  This 
grant  was  for  the  purchase  of  a  Caterpillar  diesel  generator.  This  gen- 
erator has  been  hardwired  to  the  Sutton  Fire  Station.  In  the  event  of  a 
power  outage,  this  generator  comes  on  automatically.  This  allows  the 
station  to  remain  fully  operational.

2003  was  a  good  year  for  both  the  Sutton  Conservation  Commission 
(SCC)  and  your  town.  By  a  margin  of  nearly  2  to  1,  Sutton  resi- 
dents voted  to  increase  the  Land  Use  Change  Tax  (LUCT)  allocation  to 
the  SCC  from  50%  to  100%.  The  LUCT  is  incurred  by  a  property  owner, 
and  payable  to  the  town,  when  land  in  current  use  no  longer  qualifies 
for  the  program,  usually  because  it  is  being  developed.  We  took  the 
results  of  this  vote  as  a  mandate  by  Sutton's  citizens  to  more  proactive- 
ly  pursue  the  permanent  protection  of  some  of  Sutton's  special  places. 
We  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  we  were  able  to  do  just  that. 

The  SCC  learned  that  a 
lovely  lot,  with  frontage 
bordering  on  both  Route 
114  and  Russell  Pond  in 
South  Sutton,  was  com- 
ing up  for  sale.  We  ap- 
proached the  owners, 
Harry  and  Rita  Spiers, 
and  offered  them  $75,000 
for  the  9  acre  parcel, 
which  was  accepted.  The 
SCC  felt  that  this  land 
satisfied  nearly  every 

one  of  the  criteria  it  uses  when  considering  a  parcel  for  protection.  The 
property  is  a  very  visible  gateway  to  Sutton  from  the  south,  it  is  used 
recreationally  by  the  public,  from  fishing  to  ice  skating,  and  is  easily 
accessible  to  all.  In  addition,  it  is  home  to  several  species  of  wildlife/  it 
has  a  wonderful  open  field  (a  rarity)  and  it  is  part  of  the  watershed 
which  flows  into  Blaisdell  Lake.  We  closed  on  the  property  in  late  Oc- 
tober and  will  be  preparing  a  management  plan  next  summer. 
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The  second  property 
which  is  now  protected  is 
located  on  Route  114  in 
North  Sutton,  across 
from  The  Bayberry  Barn. 
The  SCC  acquired  this 
property  through  an  out- 
right gift  from  a  generous 
donor;  we  paid  the  clos- 
ing and  recording  costs. 
The  rear  of  this  7.75  acre 
property     abuts     the 

Mildred  Lefferts  Natural  Area  on  Kezar  Lake,  which  further  enhances 
its  value  as  open  space /wildlife  habitat.  Just  off  of  its  Route  114  en- 
trance is  a  pretty  little  clearing  surrounded  by  lilacs  and  other  flower- 
ing shrubs,  making  it  an  easily  accessible  picnic  site.  A  management 
plan  will  be  developed  for  this  property  as  well. 

On  June  11,  2003,  the  SCC  hosted  a  public  forum  entitled  "How  to  Pre- 
serve Sutton's  Rural  Character".  Debbie  Stanley  of  the  Ausbon  Sargent 
Land  Preservation  Trust  and  Dr.  Leon  Malan,  Associate  Professor  in 
the  Community  &  Environmental  Studies  Department  at  Colby-Saw- 
yer College  gave  extremely  informative  presentations.  The  town  hall 
was  full. 

Land  protection  can  be  accomplished  three  ways:  1)  receipt  of  donations 
of  land,  2)  outright  acquisitions  and  3)  gifts  of  or  assuming  the  costs  of 
conservation  easements,  whereby  a  property  stays  in  private  hands  but 
permanent,  deeded  development  restrictions  apply.  In  2003,  we  saw  a 
total  of  nearly  17  acres  protected  using  the  first  two  means.  At  the  close 
of  2003,  and  in  partnership  with  the  Ausbon  Sargent  Land  Preservation 
Trust  (who  will  be  the  easement  holder),  we  agreed  to  underwrite  the 
costs  associated  with  placing  a  conservation  easement  on  a  beautiful 
property  in  North  Sutton.  This  will  result  in  the  protection  of  another  42 
acres  of  forest,  fields  and  wetland,  for  both  limited  public  use  and  wild- 
life habitat,  when  the  transaction  is  completed  in  2004. 

As  Sutton  continued  to  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  2003,  the  Town, 
led  by  a  group  of  concerned  citizens  and  the  Planning  Board  began 
discussions  about  placing  a  growth  management  ordinance  (GMO)  on 
the  2004  Town  Warrant.  That  such  an  issue  was  even  being  examined 
affirms  the  importance  people  give  to  the  preservation  of  open  space 
in  town. 

Volunteers  continued  to  do  trail  maintenance  at  the  King  Hill  Reserva- 
tion as  well  as  on  several  other  town-owned  properties.  Once  again, 
with  a  grant  from  New  Hampshire  Fish  &  Game,  a  number  of  slopes 
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on  the  Reservation  were  mowed,  as  part  of  a  rotating  schedule.  Several 
commission  members  also  joined  with  the  S-R-K  Greenway  Coalition 
in  participating  in  meetings  with  the  Kearsarge  Regional  School  Board 
concerning  the  granting  of  an  easement  to  protect  the  Greenway  trail 
which  runs  through  a  portion  of  the  land  slated  to  become  the  site  of 
the  new  middle  school,  on  Gile  Pond  Road.  If  the  middle  school  is  ap- 
proved by  the  towns  in  March  2004,  then  the  two  groups  will  continue 
to  press  for  this  easement.  Lastly,  the  commission  reviewed  and  acted 
on  a  number  of  wetlands  applications  of  varying  kinds,  examined  In- 
tent to  Cut  Wood  &  Timber  applications  for  potential  wetlands  im- 
pacts and  continued  its  participation  on  the  Sutton-New  London  Kezar 
Lake  Watershed  Committee  and  the  S-R-K  Greenway  Coalition. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  second  Wednesday  of  the 
month,  at  7:00  p.m.,  and  the  public  is  invited.  We  are  always  looking 
for  volunteers  to  perform  trail  maintenance.  We  welcome  your  sugges- 
tions of  special  places  which  merit  consideration  for  protection  as  well 
as  any  inquiries  you  might  have  concerning  donations  of  land  and /or 
other  conservation  strategies.  Protecting  those  qualities  which  make  a 
place  unique  takes  work.  We  all  have  a  role  to  play  in  ensuring  that 
Sutton  retains  those  characteristics  which  most  of  us  find  so  vital  and 
appealing.

The  discovery  of  many  "new"  antique  artifacts  including  family  photo 
albums,  dolls,  children's  toys  and  games,  period  clothing,  quilts,  and 
baskets  was  made  during  the  2003  cleaning  of  the  Old  Store  Museum 
and  inspection  of  its  attic.

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Health  Officer's  Report  2003 

Listening  to  the  National,  State  and  Local  news  reports  makes  us 
i  aware  that  small  towns  are  not  immune  to  the  public  health  is- 
sues reported  throughout  the  country.  Terrorism,  influenza,  sars,  an- 
thrax, mad  cow  disease,  water,  air  and  ground  pollution,  illegal  drugs, 
escalating  health  care  costs  ...  and  the  list  goes  on  and  on. 

Some  additional  public  health  concerns  specific  to  those  who  live  in 
sparsely  populated  rural  towns  include:  contamination  of  drinking 
water  sources  such  as  private  wells,  springs  and  lakes,  malfunctioning 
human  waste  systems  and  trash  disposal. 

This  year,  the  most  time  consuming  task  for  the  health  officer  was  ad- 
dressing complaints  submitted  by  tenants  or  landlords  of  rental  hous- 
es. Tenants  are  becoming  more  knowledgeable  of  their  rights  as  writ- 
ten in  the  state  regulations.  For  more  information  contact  the  Health 
Officer. 

The  2003  Sutton  Health  Officer  on-site  inspections  included: 

(7)  Visits  related  to  health  and  safety  issues  on  two  residential 
rental  properties. 

(2)  Trips  to  DES  to  delivery  test  samples.

(1)  Inspection  of  an  over  flowing  dumpster. 

(1)    Inspection  of  a  private  home  that  had  numerous  health 
and  safety  issues.

•  A  written  response  to  the  Keyser  Lake  Protective  Association  re- 
questing information  related  to  a  septic  odor  complaint  and  possi- 
ble wastewater  leaching  into  ground  water. 

•  Preparing  letters  and  numerous  telephone  conversations  with  agents 
of  DES.

This  year  comes  in  with  a  mixed  review.  It  started  out  looking  very 
hopeful  that  not  much  was  going  to  be  used  in  our  budget.  Sorry  to 
say  that  didn't  last  long! 

Over  the  year  we  used  our  entire  budget  and  more.  This  past  year  has 
been  one  of  the  few  in  which  we  have  gone  over  our  budget.  It  was  due 
in  part  to  rents  increasing  and  the  non-availability  of  good  jobs.  A  lot  of 
people  struggle  to  keep  heads  above  water.  Other  issues  with  which 
we  dealt  with  is  nonpayment  of  child  support.  This  is  a  setback  for 
parent  and  children  alike.  I  have  been  able  to  pass  information  about 
State  programs  which  track  husbands  who  are  delinquent  in  paying.  It 
is  unfortunate  when  responsibilities  lag  in  this  area. 

It  became  obvious  in  May  that  I  could  no  longer  run  the  department 
from  my  home.  I  purchased  a  laptop  and  a  new  computer  program 
from  the  State.  The  laptop  afforded  me  a  safe  haven  for  information 
and  the  program  has  been  helpful  in  storing  files.  Currently  I  set  up  a 
table  in  the  Town  Hall  when  clients  need  to  come  in.  It  is  not  the  most 
private.  Down  the  road  this  will  have  to  be  addressed. 

This  coming  year  I  will  review  and  renew  the  guidelines  which  are 
woefully  outdated.  The  last  time  this  was  done  was  in  1991  when  I  first 
became  Overseer  of  Welfare.  I  will  base  the  new  guidelines  on  avail- 
able rents,  incomes  from  lower  paying  jobs  etc. 

I  want  to  thank  the  families  that  have  helped  us  in  a  pinch.  Certain 
town  folks  have  helped  us  with  immediate  cash  to  assist  clients.  Char- 
ity is  alive  and  well  in  the  Town  of  Sutton.

Kearsarge  Area  Council  on  Aging,  Inc.,  (COA)  is  a  non-profit  orga 
nization  founded  in  1992  with  the  mission  of  providing  need  pro- 
grams and  services  for  area  citizens  over  the  age  of  55  and  for  adults  of 
any  age,  who  through  disability  may  need  assistance.  COA's  service 
area  includes  the  towns  of  Andover,  Danbury,  Grantham,  Newbury, 
New  London,  Springfield,  Sunapee,  Sutton  and  Wilmot.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  day  and  overnight  trips,  COA  charges  no  program  or  activ- 
ity fees  and  provides  free  membership  to  all  who  are  eligible.  As  of 
December  2003,  COA  had  approximately  1700  members. 

When  the  year  2003  began,  COA  was  in  the  early  stages  of  a  Building 
Fund  Campaign  to  raise  $1,000,000  to  buy  the  attractive  4,800  sq.  ft. 
office  building  at  37  pleasant  Street  in  the  center  of  New  London.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  report  that  COA  was  able  to  purchase  this  building  out- 
right in  October.  After  skilled  and  dedicated  volunteers  made  the  in- 
ternal changes  needed  to  provide  the  opens  spaces  required  for  many 
of  COA'S  programs,  the  building  was  opened  as  COA'S  regional  head- 
quarters and  main  activities  center  on  December  1.  To  date,  donations 
to  the  Building  Fund  total  just  over  $800,000.  Besides  providing  the 
funds  to  purchase  the  building,  the  great  generosity  of  our  donors  has 
allowed  COA  to  pay  all  campaign  expenses  and  to  establish  an  endow- 
ment for  building  maintenance. 

With  the  extra  2000  sq.  ft.  our  new  quarters  give  us  and  the  work  of 
running  a  capital  campaign  behind  us,  COA  will  devote  2004  to  im- 
proving existing  programs  and  establishing  new  ones,  in  some  cases, 
activities  that  required  more  space  than  we  had  in  older  quarters  will 
be  moved  to  our  spacious  new  building. 

Our  current  programs  continue  to  be  well  attended.  The  Computer 
Workshop  in  shiny  new  quarters  continues  very  active.  The  Outdoor 
Recreation  For  Seniors  (ORFS)  continues  winter  and  summer  to  give 
70  or  so  seniors  a  chance  to  enjoy  the  outdoors  and  companionship  of 
each  other.  The  weekly  get-togethers  for  bridge,  scrabble,  cribbage,  chess 
and  other  games  keep  our  building  full  Monday  through  Friday. 

What  many  of  us  consider  our  most  important  service,  providing  free  door- 
to-door  transportation  continues  to  be  well  utilized.  This  service  enriches 
the  lives  of  many  seniors  who  use  it  and  is  indeed  critical  to  some  as  it 
provides  the  only  means  to  get  to  Dartmouth-Hitchcock  and  Concord 
hospitals  for  such  vital  treatments  as  dialysis,  radiation  and  chemothera- 
py. We  thank  our  volunteer  drivers  who  make  this  service  possible. 
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Looking  back  ten  years  from  now,  I  believe  that  the  acquisition  of  our 
new  quarters  in  2003  will  be  remembered  as  a  most  significant  event  in 
securing  COA'S  place  in  performing  its  mission  of  enriching  the  lives 
of  area  seniors.  Our  heartfelt  thanks  go  to  all  those  whose  generosity 
made  our  new  building  a  reality. 

COA  appreciates  very  much  the  annual  grants  by  which  each  town  ad- 
ministration supports  its  work.  COA  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  all 
of  the  individuals,  businesses,  civic  organizations  and  foundations  that 
respond  so  generously  to  COA\S  annual  appeal  for  operating  funds. 
COA  considers  it  a  privilege  to  serve  all  of  its  communities  and  thanks 
everyone  for  the  generosity  that  allows  COA  to  continue  its  work.

Report  2003 

Over  the  past  twenty-seven  years,  the  Kearsarge  Valley  Communi- 
ty Action  Program  has  been  the  focal  point  of  social  service  deliv- 
ery in  this  area,  providing  help  when  needed  to  the  income  eligible 
and  elderly,  as  well  as  to  the  community  at  large.  As  you  are  perhaps 
aware,  Community  Action  Program  Belknap-Merrimack  Counties,  Inc. 
generates  funds  through  the  mobilization  of  available  federal,  state  and 
local  monies.  Support  for  the  local  area  center  is  derived  from  a  combi- 
nation of  federal  appropriations  and  local  tax  dollars.  The  following 
summary  provides  a  brief  description  of  services  and  the  number  of 
Sutton  Residents  who  participated  in  them. 

Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Program  is  a  nutrition  program  that 
offers  participants  free  nutritious  foods  to  supplement  their  daily  diet. 
The  program  serves  children  under  six  years  of  age,  women  during 
pregnancy  and  up  to  12  months  after  the  birth  of  their  baby.  Value  $25.00 
per  unit.  *(An  individual  may  not  be  enrolled  in  both  the  WIC  Pro- 
gram and  CSFP  but  a  family  may  have  members  on  both  programs.) 

Packages— 35  Persons— 3  $  875.00 

Congregate  Meals — All  elders  are  welcome  to  our  congregate  meal 
sites/  Senior  Centers  for  nutritious  hot  meals,  social /recreational  ac- 
tivities and  special  events.  Value  $6.98  per  meal. 

Meals— 242  Persons— 30  $  1,689.16 

Emergency  Food  Pantries  provide  up  to  five  days  of  food  for  people 
facing  temporary  food  crisis.  Value  $500  per  meal. 

Meals— 2160  Persons— 37  $  10,800.00 

Fuel  Assistance  is  available  to  income  eligible  households  to  help  with 
energy  costs  during  the  prime  heating  season.  Priority  is  given  to  the  eld- 
erly and  disabled.  The  average  benefit  for  the  2002-03  program  was  $564.00. 

Applications — 35        Persons — 75  $  22,245.00 

Transportation  provides  regularly  scheduled  demand  response  to  and 
from  towns  in  Belknap  and  Merrimack  Counties  to  medical  and  pro- 
fessional facilities,  shopping  centers,  and  congregate  meal  sites.  Value 
$5.97per  ridership. 

Rides— 175  Persons— 4  $$  948.50 
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Meals-On-Wheels  provides  the  delivery  of  nutritionally  balanced  hot 
meals  to  homebound  elderly  or  adult  residents  five  days  per  week. 
Value  $6.90  per  meal. 

Meals— 966  Persons— 7  $  6,  752.34 

Women,  Infants  And  Children  provides  specific  food  to  supplement 
daily  diet  of  pregnant  or  nursing  women  as  well  as  children  under 
five.  Participants  receive  medical /nutritional  screening,  counseling  and 
education.  Value  includes  value  of  vouchers  and  clinical  services  at 
$45.00  per  unit. 

Vouchers — 83  Persons — 7  $  3,735.00 

Head  Start  is  a  child  development  program  serving  children  before 
they  enter  public  school.  Classroom  and  in-home  learning  services  are 
provided  for  both  children  and  their  families.  Value  $7309  per  child. 

Children— 3  $  21,927.00 

Weatherization  improves  the  energy  efficiency  of  income  eligible  house- 
holds. Supplemental  program  also  includes  furnace  replacement,  wa- 
ter heater  replacement  and  roof  repair.  Value  includes  average  materi- 
al and  labor. 
Homes— 1  Persons— 1  $  10.00 

CORE  is  an  energy  efficiency  program  sponsored  by  the  electric  utili- 
ties of  NH.  This  program  is  supported  by  the  systems  benefit  charge  to 
each  electric  utility  customer  as  mandated  by  the  PUC  to  perform  weath- 
erization procedures  and  base  load  measures  (refrigerator  and  light- 
ing replacement,  hot  water  measures)  for  income  eligible  households.

One  of  the  most 
important  roles 
of  the  Board  and  staff 
of  Lake  Sunapee  Re- 
gion Visiting  Nurse 
Association  this  year 
was  to  advocate  for 
the  people  for  whom 
we  provide  care.  This 
advocacy  took  many 
forms.  We  communi- 
cated regularly  with 
your  Representatives 
and  Senators  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  to 

let  them  know  that  the  reductions  in  Medicare  payments  were  adversely 
affecting  access  to  care  for  the  seniors  in  our  communities.  We  let  them 
know  that  the  most  frail  elderly  in  our  communities  should  not  have  to 
pay  a  co-payment  for  Medicare  home  health  services  when  they  al- 
ready pay  hospital  and  physician  co-payments.  We  let  them  know  that 
seniors  should  not  have  to  choose  between  food  or  prescription  drugs 
or  health  care. 

At  the  state  level,  we  let  the  Governor  and  the  legislature  know  that 
chronically  ill  and  disabled  residents  in  New  Hampshire  should  not  be 
forced  to  be  on  a  waiting  list  to  receive  home  care.  If  we  are  to  keep 
people  at  home  rather  than  in  an  institution,  home  health  must  be  re- 
imbursed adequately. 

At  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  we  examined  our  processes  and  staff- 
ing monthly  to  adapt  to  the  current  health  care  environment  and  still 
provide  the  quality  of  care  and  achieve  the  positive  patient  results  you 
have  come  to  expect  of  us.  Six  years  ago  average  reimbursement  for  a 
Medicare  patient  was  $7900,  today  it  is  $2400.  Actions  taken  included 
reducing  management  staff  and  other  operating  expenses,  and  finding 
best  practices  to  achieve  increased  clinical  efficiency.  Support  from  in- 
dividuals, businesses,  United  Way  and  town  support  was  critical  to 
our  programs  this  year.  We  are  grateful  for  that  support. 

Our  state  of  the  art  technology  allowed  us  to  dispatch  our  nursing  re- 
sources when  needed  by  our  patients.  Daily  monitoring  gave  impor- 
tant assessment  information  to  the  professional  staff  enabling  us  to  re- 
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duce  unnecessary  trips  for  emergent  care  and  hospitalization  by  60  per 
cent,  keeping  patients  and  their  families  together  at  home  where  they 
want  to  be. 

We  continued  to  expand  our  pediatric  program  with  our  School  Nurse 
Health  Initiative.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  work  with  school  nurs- 
es to  keep  children  with  chronic  illnesses  in  school  and  learning,  to 
educate  the  child  and  family  about  the  illness  and  to  link  the  family 
with  community  resources  that  will  help  that  child  and  family  cope. 

Hospice  developed  a  palliative  care  program  this  year  for  patients  who 
are  not  yet  ready  or  appropriate  for  Hospice  care  but  who  can  benefit 
from  the  strong  team  approach  and  from  the  support  services  as  they 
deal  with  a  life-threatening  illness. 

We  developed  a  package  of  services,  Assisted  Liznng  at  Home,  that  in- 
cludes medication  management,  personal  care  support  morning  and 
evening,  hair  care,  home  massage  and  other  services  designed  for  the 
patient  who  does  not  need  skilled  care,  but  who  needs  supportive  care 
in  order  to  remain  independent  at  home. 

Our  commitment  to  community  service  projects  and  charity  care  on 
behalf  of  residents  in  your  town  included  home  visits,  screening  clin- 
ics, immunization  clinics,  health  fairs,  support  groups,  community 
newsletters  and  other  activities  designed  to  promote  wellness  and  pre- 
vent disease.  For  details,  our  Community  Benefits  report  is  available  in 
our  office. 

This  year  284  residents  of  the  town  of  Sutton  utilized  many  of  the  ser- 
vices available  through  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA.  Our  home  care 
programs  provided  538  visits  and  our  hospice  program,  243  visits  to 
adults  and  children  in  Sutton.  Our  Long-Term  Care  program  provided 
300  hours  of  care  and  25  residents  were  monitored  through  our  tele- 
medicine  program. 

Again,  thank  you  for  your  support.  The  strength  of  our  community  lies 
in  working  together.

An  air  conditioner  and  dehumidifiers  have  been  added  to  the  build- 
ing. The  dehumidifiers  are  very  helpful  in  preserving  books  by  reduc- 
ing dampness  in  the  summer  months,  especially  downstairs.

Report  of  the 
Sutton  Historical  Society  2003 

The  Sutton  Historical  Society  had  a  very  productive  and  rewarding 
year  during  2003  made  possible  by  our  enthusiastic  and  hard  work- 
ing Board  of  Directors.  Membership  continues  to  grow,  currently  there 
are  198  members.  We  invite  anyone  interested  in  the  history  of  the  Per- 
rystown/Sutton  area  to  join  this  organization. 


The  Sutton  Historical  So- 
ciety maintains  several 
historic  buildings.  Paint- 
ing of  the  South  Sutton 
Meeting  House  (site  of 
the  Old  Home  Day  cele- 
bration) was  completed 
this  year.  The  Old  School 
House  was  reorganized 
to  display  memorabilia 
more  effectively;  and  the 
roof  reshingled. 


The  office  of  the  Society  is  in  the  Blue  House  where  the  second  floor 
was  remodeled  and  furnished  to  create  a  work  area  for  archival  re- 
search and  storage.  The  lower  floor  was  redecorated  to  display  arti- 
facts of  yesteryear  for  public  display.  Additional  historic  structures  re- 
stored by  the  Society  this  year  include  the  Camp  Bueno  Counselors' 
Cabin  and  Lighthouse  on  Kezar  Lake. 

Programs  included  the  annual  Pot-Luck  Dinner,  several  educational 
walks  through  the  villages,  Old  Home  Day,  open  houses  of  the  historic 
buildings  to  enable  the  public  to  enjoy  the  exhibits  and  the  annual 
meeting  featuring  pictures,  movies  and  eye-witness  accounts  of  the 
1938  Hurricane.  The  Society  is  proud  to  have  been  able  to  award  an 
educational  scholarship  to  a  Sutton  graduating  senior.  We  plan  to  pro- 
vide this  opportunity  annually. 

Several  oral  history  interviews  have  been  recorded  from  life-long  resi- 
dents of  Sutton  providing  valuable  insight  into  the  evolution  and 
progress  of  Sutton,  as  we  know  it  today. 

The  Archive  Committee  had  an  outstanding  year  with  document  acqui- 
sition and  preservation,  processing  a  treasure-trove  of  documents  ob- 
tained from  Nashua,  which  had  been  the  county  seat  for  Sutton  in  the 
1700's,  as  well  as  valuable  historical  documents  from  private  family  files. 
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We  hope  to  continue  preserving  additional  historical  documents  per- 
taining to  the  early  years  in  Sutton  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
Sutton  residents. 

We  welcome  new  members  and  new  ideas  to  enhance  our  programs.

New  London  Hospital  (NLH)  began 
its  new  fiscal  year  on  October  1, 2003 
with  a  stable  outlook,  looking  at  a 
very  different  future  than  it  finished 
with  in  2002.  The  fiscal  year  which 
ended  on  September  30  finished  with 
a  loss  from  operations  of  $2.7  million, 

significantly  less  than  prior  year  losses.  Total  losses  from  operations 
for  the  second  six  months  of  the  fiscal  year  were  $589,000  as  compared 
to  the  $2.1  million  losses  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  This  is  a  major 
turnaround  for  NLH  and  reflects  a  lot  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of  phy- 
sicians and  staff  who  committed  themselves  to  implementing  the  fi- 
nancial improvement  plan  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  De- 
cember of  2002. 


Part  of  that  plan  included  earning  the  designation  as  a  Critical  Access 
Hospital,  which  meant  improved  reimbursement  from  Medicare,  and 
an  innovative  collaborative  management  agreement  with  Dartmouth- 
Hitchcock  Medical  Center  that  brought  a  new  President  and  CEO  to 
the  hospital.  Some  additional  positive  signs  that  NLH  is  looking  at  a 
very  different  future  include: 

We  successfully  recruited  three  new  primary  care  physicians  and  a  nurse 
practitioner.  All  of  our  primary  care  provider  positions  are  filled  and 
most  are  accepting  new  patients. 

The  staff  of  the  ambulance  and  emergency  department  worked  togeth- 
er for  weeks  to  analyze  the  efficiency  and  the  expenses  in  emergency 
services  and  proposed  new  staffing  models  and  schedules  to  reduce 
costs  and  maintain  the  same  high  level  of  patient  care. 

We  have  presented  to  towns  served  by  our  ambulance  a  request  for 
town  support  in  order  to  offset  the  hospital  operating  loss  of  $300,000 
for  this  service,  with  a  positive  reception  that  we  hope  will  be  sustained 
as  each  town  votes  on  its  budget  for  this  year. 

Improvements  in  reimbursement  from  Anthem  and  Cigna  were 
achieved  by  restructuring  our  contracts.

Four  of  the  five  goals  of  the  Financial  Improvement  Plan  are  on  track 
and  the  fifth  initiative,  reducing  operating  losses  in  our  long-term  ex- 
tended care  Clough  Center,  is  making  progress. 

Due  to  extraordinary  community  support,  NLH  exceeded  its  Annual 
Fund  goal  by  27%,  a  vote  of  confidence  from  individuals,  corporations, 
businesses,  civic  organizations,  matching  gift  companies,  foundations 
and  estates.  Hospital  Days  brought  thousands  of  residents  and  visitors 
to  the  New  London  Green  over  three  days,  and  raised  over  $40,000  to 
renovate  the  Medical-Surgical  unit  of  the  hospital. 
NLH  continued  to  provide  community  services,  education  and  subsi- 
dized health  services  to  the  communities  it  serves.  Our  charity  care 
alone  for  FY2003  in  healthcare  services  for  those  who  could  not  afford 
to  pay  was  $665,000. 

As  New  London  Hospital  enters  its  87{h  year,  we  are  very  aware  of  its 
importance  as  a  health  resource  to  the  community  and  we  are  commit- 
ted to  sustaining  this  resource.  We  know  that  we  have  many  challeng- 
es to  face  in  2004  and  we  will  continue  the  work  that  has  seen  positive 
results  to  ensure  that  New  London  Hospital  will  continue  to  provide 
quality  patient  care  for  years  to  come.

•  Hire  a  licensed  professional  forester  to  represent  your  financial  interests 
and  to  protect  the  long-term  health  and  productivity  of  your  woodlot. 

•  Obtain  a  good  written  timber  harvesting  contract. 

•  Learn  more  about  current  wood  markets  and  prices. 

•  Obtain  free  forestry  advice  from  Merrimack  County  Cooperative 
Extension.  County  Forester,  Tim  Fleury  will  arrange  to  visit  your  woodlot. 
Please  call  Tim  at  (603)  796-2151  or  225-5505. 

•  Learn  more  about  NH  forestry  laws  including:  the  Intent  to  Cut  permit, 
the  NH  Timber  Yield  Tax,  Wetlands  permits,  Best  Management  Practices 
for  Erosion  Control,  Basal  Area  law  for  Stream  and  Shoreland  Protection 
zones,  Slash  laws  and  Timber  Trespass  laws. 

•  Visit  the  resource  library  in  the  Town  Hall.  Free  fact  sheets  include  an 
excellent  publication  entitled:  Selling  Timber?
